Russian Capital.

- MOSCOW, Russia, Feb. 15.—Rus- 
sians still use the Chinese swanpan or 
abacus for figuring, and in every shop 
where one makes a purchase, the 
élerk or sales girl rattles the sliding 
counters back and forth along the 


see how much change is due. 
Oriental influences are seen on all 
sides in this city. There is a large 
population of Manchurians and Chi- 
nese, not the short, stocky laundry- 
man type of America, but the tall, 
erect, slender stock from the north. 
The oldest part of Moscow except 
that portion enclosed in the Kremlin 
is still called “ Chinatown,” because 
the ancient turreted wall that orig- 
finally protected it is still standing, 
built of tiny flat, red bricks, with 
loopholed cornices and elaborate gates 
with a couple of churches near each 
“ Girls Smoke in Streets. 
Moscow is one of the few cities 
Where one sees women and girls en- 
joying a cigaret in the street, and 
even the fair sex of the foreign colony 
do not hesitate to smoke - outside. 
The cigaret industry apparently 
provides work for a greater portion 
of the population than any other in 
the cities. Im Moscow there are tiny

Good Business in Hairpins. —

ness in hairpins. The ctistomers buy 
one button, when one falis off, or just 
enough yarn to darn a hole in one 
stock, or after a good dinner, one quill | 
toothpick. 

Dozens of stout women stand along 
the principal streets outside the shops 
and women’s wear stores and hold up 
brassieres for the flappers’ eyes. The 
girls fit them against their bosoms 
and haggle to get bottom prices. Sock 
and mitten venders do a thriving busi- 
ness on street corners. Others special- 
ize in garters. One man had a whole 
tray full of leather straps for wrist 
watches. 

Other hucksters sell apples, oranges 
and mandarins [{tangerines] on street 


about 12 cents apiece. 
Human Hair for Sale. 

At the big Sunday morning street 
fairs held in various quarters of the 
city surprising articles are offered on 
sale. Locks of human hair, for making 
up into transformations and switches, 
is one staple. Last Sunday a gir! stood 
‘beside her mother, who was trying to 
sell some beautiful chestnut tresses. 
The girl, who was about 17, had a-knit- 
ted cap pulled down over her ears and 
neck, but when a middle aged woman 
bought the hair for 2 rubles [$1], the 
child burst into tears as her mother 
led her away. It nearly ruined he 
sale, as the woman who had bought the 
hair became suspicious and wanted to 
hand it back and receive her monly 
back.
